This permit must be posted in job area, or with contractor, and after job is completed, returned to the 

McCracken County Road Department. 

 

Roadway open-cuts will be backfilled with flowable-fill concrete within 4” of finished road surface.  Finish the 

remainder with a 3000+p.s.i.high-early strength concrete slab.  Concrete surface to be broom finished and 

protected from traffic by steel plate cover for a minimum of 24 hours.  No roadway will be closed overnight 

without General Foreman or Road Supervisor written permission.  All traffic control barricades and signs 

required will meet the requirements of the “Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices”. 

 

All utilities will be a minimum of 42” under ditches and a minimum of 42” under pavement surfaces.  All boring 

will be done by standard construction practices and by experienced personnel.
